Collegiate  Courses  of  Study. 


The  College  of  Liberal  Arts  offers  three  courses  of  study,  each 
requiring  four  years'  work,  as  follows  :  The  Classical  Course,  the 
Philosophical  Course  and  the  Scientific  Course.  The  aim  is  to  keep 
these  courses  abreast  of  the  corresponding  courses  in  the  best  col- 
leges. A  critical  examination  of  the  Tabular  View  of  these  courses, 
presented  on  pages  17,  18,  19  and  20  will  verify  this  statement.  Compe- 
tent and  thorough  instruction  is  given  in  each  study  as  indicated.  It  is 
not  needful  to  go  much  farther  into  details  in  order  to  give  a  faithful 
account  of  the  work  performed. 

I.  The  Classical  Course  gives  special  prominence  to  the 
study  of  Greek  and  Latin.  These  classics  are  pursued  in  the  most 
thorough  manner.  The  remaining  studies  of  the  course  include  Sci- 
ence, Mathematics,  History,  Ethics,  Philosophy,  English,  /Esthetics 
and  Literature. 

II.  The  Philosophical  Course  contains  less  Latin  and  Greek 
than  the  Classical.     It  requires  German  in  the  Freshman  and  Sopho- 
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more  years.  It  gives  a  predominance  to  studies  in  Philosophy  and 
Natural  Science,  and  includes  Mathematics,  Ethics,  English,  Es- 
thetics and  Literature. 

III.  The  Scientific  Course  presents  a  preponderance  of  stud- 
ies in  Science,  Mathematics  and  Literature.  There  is  a  correspond- 
ing decrease  in  the  ancient  languages.  German  and  French  are  in- 
troduced in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years.  The  associated 
studies  are  History,  Ethics,  Philosophy,  English,  ^Esthetics  and  Lit- 
erature. 

Modern  Languages. — These  courses  are  intended  to  enable 
the  student  to  read  without  difficulty  prose  or  poetry,  to  lay  a  prac- 
tical foundation  for  speaking  the  language  and  to  acquire  a  general 
view  of  the  literature.  Special  courses  will  be  arranged  for  those 
pursuing  these  branches  apart  from  regular  courses.  The  following 
plan  embodies  preparatory  and  collegiate  work.     See  Tabular  Views. 

German. — First  Year.  Worman's  Gammar,  Reading  of  easy 
German  text.  Second  Year.  Grammar,  Poetic  selections,  Die  Jung- 
frau  von  Orleans,  or  Berliner  Echo.  Composition.  Third  Year. 
Prose  selections,  Advanced  Composition,  Eighteenth  Century  poetry 
and  drama.  Schiller,  Lessing,  Goethe.  Fourth  Year.  Faust  with 
life  of  Goethe,  History  of  German  Literature. 

French. — First  Year.  Whitney's  Grammar,  Le  Questionaire, 
Selections  from  French  authors.  Second  Year.  Grammar,  La 
France,  Les  Fables  de  La  Fontaine,  Composition.  Third  Year. 
Racine's  Esther  and  Athalie,  Corneille's  Le  Cid,  Prose  Composition. 
Fourth  Year.  History  of  French  Literature,  Selections  from  Mo- 
liere  and  Pascal. 

Elective  Studies  and  Equivalents.— In  elective  courses 
studies  are  taken  in  accordance  with  the  Tabular  View  of  Studies. 
When  an  elective  course  is  completed,  and  is  equivalent  to  a  general 
course,  the  corresponding  degree  may  be  conferred.  Equivalents  in 
both  quantity  and  quality  are  allowable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Fac- 
ulty. For  a  portion  of  the  ancient  languages,  equivalents  in  the  mod- 
ern may  be  substituted. 

Literary  and  Rhetorical. — Public  addresses  are  required  of 
the  Sophomores,  Juniors  and  Seniors  on  the  6th,  7th  and  8th  Wednes- 
day evenings  respectively  of  each  term.  Excellent  literary  societies 
open  to  all,  afford  unusual  opportunities  for  practice  in  composition, 
declamation,  debate,  criticism  and  parliamentary  law.  Freshmen,  not 
regularly  performing  in  these  societies,  give  literary  exercises  every 
three  weeks  to  their  respective  division  professors.

Astronomy. — Students  in  Astronomy  have  the  advantage  of  the 
practical  use  of  an  excellent  telescope.  For  farther  description  see 
caption,  "Morgan  Gymnasium  and  Observatory." 

Chemistry. — Very  thorough  and  practical  instruction  is  given  in 
Chemistry  in  a  well-equipped  Laboratory,  which  is  more  fully  men- 
tioned under  General  Information. 

The  English  Bible. — Instruction  is  given  regularly  two  hours 
each  week  in  the  English  Bible.  For  particulars  see  Biblical  Depart- 
ment. 

Elocution. — The  advantages  of  instruction  in  Elocution  and 
Oratory  are  such  that  they  are  presented  under  the  caption  of  The 
Department  of  Elocution  and  Oratory. 

Higher  English  will  be  supplemented  by  Anglo-Saxon,  Gram- 
mar and  Reader,  Carpenter.  Oxford  Series,  Sweet.  An  Elective 
Study.

Admission. — The  regular  days  of  examination  for  admission  are 
the  Monday  next  before  Commencement,  and  the  opening  day  of  the 
college  year.  Candidates  may  be  examined  and  admitted  at  othei 
times  ;  they  are  advised,however,to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
They  are  requested  to  bring  certificates  from  the  schools  hitherto  at- 
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tended,  giving  in  detail  the  amount  and  grade  of  their  preparatory 
work.  These  certificates  wilt  receive  due  credit.  Graduates  of  ac- 
credited Academies  and  High  Schools,  who  present  certificates  show- 
ing satisfactory  standing  in  studies  required  for  admission,  will  be 
admitted  without  examination.  County  certificates,  for  two  years  or 
more,  will  entitle  the  holder  to  credit  for  the  common  branches. 
Should  the  student,however,  not  make  satisfactory  progress,  the  Fac- 
ulty reserve  the  right  to  require  further  preparation  upon  any  study 
pursued  elsewhere. 

Classification. — Students,  having  completed  advanced  stud- 
ies before  entering  college,  will  be  granted  classification  in  accord- 
ance therewith,  subject  to  the  special  action  of  the  Faculty.  Stu- 
dents desiring  regular  classification  or  graduation  in  a  general 
course,  can  not,  without  permission  of  the  Faculty,  take  any  study  in 
advance  of  its  arrangement  in  the  Tabular  View,  reasonable  option 
being  allowed  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  Advance  in  classifica- 
tion is  granted  as  rapidly  as  the  character  of  the  work  justifies  it.

General  Remarks. 

The  Normal  Department  is  devoted  to  special  preparation 
of  teachers  for  public  school  work.  There  is  a  growing  demand  for 
well-equipped  professional  teachers.  This  fact  is  in  harmony  with 
the  science  of  education  ;  hence  our  chief  aim  is  to  meet  present  ed- 
ucational requirements  and  to  promote  the  interests  of  pedagogy. 

A  Teachers'  Course,  practical  and  carefully  arranged,  has 
been  adopted.  It  requires  two  years  time  and  comprehends  the  dif- 
ferent lines  of  work  pursued  in  our  best  public  schools.  The  first 
year  is  designed  to  prepare  students  to  pass  county  examinations 
and  teach  successfully  in  country  schools.  The  entire  course  seeks 
to  qualify  for  graded  or  high  school  teaching.  It  is  well-adapted  to 
students  who  are  unable  to  complete  a  full  collegiate  course  and  yet 
desire  more  extensive  training  than  is  offered  by  the  common  schools. 

The  Normal  Training  Class  is  an  important  feature  of  the 
Teachers'  Course.  In  it  School  Teaching  is  considered  both  as  a  sci- 
ence and  an  art.  Students  are  directed  to  some  of  the  most  recent 
and  valuable   educational   publications.     Psychology  and  Pedagogy 
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receive  careful  attention.     The  order  of  mental  development  in  chil- 
dren is  pointed  out,  and  principles  of  education  are  formulated. 

Discussions. — An  elaborate  outline  of  the  teacher's  work  is  pre- 
sented and  its  subdivisions  are  thoroughly  discussed.  Some  of  the 
topics  are  as  follows  :

Lectures. — Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  series  of  class 
lectures  to  be  given  by  actual  superintendents,  principals  and  graded 
school  teachers.  All  students  are  afforded  excellent  opportunities 
for  drill  in  literary  composition  and  expression. 

Situations. — Many  of  our  Normal  graduates  are  now  filling 
remunerative  positions.  We  frequently  receive  calls  from  school 
officials  and  patrons  for  teachers,  and  thus  we  often  assist  worthy 
students  to  desirable  places.  The  demand  for  lady  graduates  has 
been  greater  than  we  could  supply. 

Admission. — Students  can  enter  at  any  time  and  find  suitable 
work,  although  it  is  preferable  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 

Diploma. — Each  student  who  completes  the  Course  of  Study 
and  Training  is  entitled  to  graduation  and  a  diploma. 

The  Common  Branches  are  taught  each  term  and  there  are 
as  many  classes  in  each  branch  as  necessary. 

Special  Advantages.— On  account  of  the  greater  length  of 
our  terms,  the  moderate  size  of  our  classes,  and  the  inspiration  given 
to  our  work  by  the  presence  of  collegiate  students,  we  offer  better 
advantages  than  the  so-called  Normal  Schools.  Unusual  privileges 
may  also  be  found  in  connection  with  the  Museum,  the  Library,  the 
Reading  Room,  and  the  Gymnasium.

General  Remarks. 

This  Department  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  many 
years.  It  has  graduates  in  every  state  in  the  Union  who  are  filling 
responsible  positions  of  trust  as  accountants,  manufacturers,  bankers, 
and  merchants.  The  Course  is  as  thorough  as  can  be  found  in  any 
city  business  college,  the  expense  much  less,  and  the  surroundings 
much  better.  The  Department  has  been  partially  re-organized  and 
placed  upon  a  better  footing.  Prof.  Warren  Douglas  is  Acting-Prin- 
cipal. He  has  had  several  years'  experience  in  the  practical  work 
of  teaching  in  the  state  of  Michigan,  and  has  served  there  as  County 
Examiner  for  seven  years.  He  took  a  thorough  business  course  in 
this  institution  some  years  ago  and  was  honorably  graduated  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Commercial  Science.  Since  that  time  he 
has  been  engaged  in  teaching.  He  has  had  charge  of  the  Commer- 
cial Department  of  Geneva  Academy  and  has  been  at  the  head  of 
the  Actual  Business  College  of  Youngstown,  O.  In  both  positions 
he  did  very  creditable  and  successful  work,  making  for  himself  an 
excellent  reputation.  New  text-books  have  been  introduced,  which 
are  abreast  of  the  times,  calculated  to  impart  greater  thoroughness 
and  efficiency. 

A  Business  Education  is  almost  an  imperative  demand  of  the 
age.  A  collegiate  education  is  priceless,  but  it  does  not  qualify  for 
the   practical   and   persistent  needs  of   life.    A  thorough  business 
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training  is  quite  indispensable  to  every  young  man.  And  we  think 
every  young  lady  would  find  this  invaluable,  even  though  she  may 
never  go  into  actual  business. 

Lectures. — From  time  to  time  lectures  will  be  given,  specially 
suited  to  commercial  students.  President  Marsh  gave  the  first  lec- 
ture on  "  Practical  Hints  for  Actual  Business."  He  drew  points  from 
a  wide  experience  in  book-keeping,  clerical  work  and  business  man- 
agement. He  will  address  the  students  each  term.  H.  W.  Harris, 
A.  M.,  of  the  firm  of  Fording  &  Harris,  will  lecture  some  time  during 
the  Winter  Term  on  Commercial  Law.  Other  practical  lectures  will 
be  provided.  The  subject  of  Accounts  will  be  treated  at  various 
times  in  brief  talks  by  Prof.  Douglas. 

Special  Privileges. — Commercial  students  can  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  of  the  institution,  which  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  ordinary 
Commercial  College.  The  advantages  of  the  Library,  the  Reading 
Room,  the  Literary  Societies,  and  the  Gymnasium  may  be  had  for  a 
small  fee.  Free  tuition  in  all  the  common  branches.  Military  drill 
and  use  of  arms  without  charge.  Free  elementary  class  in  Vocal 
Music. 

Situations. — Students  are  not  promised  situations,  but  every 
reasonable  effort  is  made  to  secure  them  positions.  A  large  number 
have  been  thus  helped  in  the  past,  and  aid  will  be  rendered  whenever 
opportunity  offers. 

Time. — Students  can  enter  at  any  time.  The  time  required  in 
which  to  complete  any  Course  depends  upon  the  application  and 
ability  of  the  student. 

Degree  and  Diploma. — Students  who  complete  the  pre- 
scribed Business  Course  are  entitled  to  graduation  with  diploma  and 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Commercial  Science. 

The  Business  Course. 

In  the  preparation  of  this,  these  ends  have  been  kept  in  view  : 
First,  to  develop  a  symmetrical  system  of  business  training  ;  and  sec- 
ond, to  inculcate  those  habits  and  principles  which  underlie  success.

The  work  is  divided  as  follows :  Theory, 
practical  and  advanced  ;  Single  and  Double  Entry ;  Retail,  Whole- 
sale, Commission,  Manufacturing,  Jobbing,  Joint  Stock  Companies, 
Banking,  etc.  The  student  is  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  use  of  all 
forms  of  business  paper,  and  on  the  subjects  of  most  importance  to 
the  business  man. 

Commercial  Law  has  been  given  a  place  in  the  Course.  This 
is  justly  considered  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  studies. 
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It  includes  the  principles  of  the  "  Laws  of  Trade,"  as  applied  to 
Contracts,  Agency,  Negotiable  paper,  Partnership,  Corporations, 
Sales  of  Personal  Property,  Landed  Property,  etc.,  etc.  A  knowl- 
edge of  this  subject  alone  is  well  worth  the  cost  of  the  entire  Course. 

Business  Writing. — Special  attention  is  given  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  plain,  rapid,  easy  business  hand,  based  upon  the  muscular 
movement. 

Grading. — By  an  entirely  original  system  of  grading  the  work  in 
book-keeping,  the  student  is  stimulated  continually  to  put  forth  his 
best  efforts. 

Business  Arithmetic  is  taught  in  the  Literary  Department  of 
the  college.     This  instruction  is  free  to  all  commercial  students.

General   Remarks. 

The  Music  Department  has  been  reorganized  and  its  condi- 
tion much  improved.  Prof.  Richard  Wirt  Groom  has  been  placed  in 
charge  of  its  interests  as  Director.  He  is  a  regular  graduate  of  the 
Law  School  of  Michigan  University,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws.  He  has  had  much  experience  in  teaching  music.  He  has 
made  for  himself  in  the  city  of  Alliance,  by  dint  of  his  own  energy 
and  ability,  an  excellent  reputation,  and  has  now  extensive  patronage. 
He  seemed  specially  fitted  to  meet  the  demands  of  this  department, 
and  to  develop  it  to  the  measure  of  its  opportunities.  So  far  he  has 
fully  justified  the  choice.  There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the 
number  of  students,  and  the  outlook  is  very  promising. 

Prof.  Wm.  Armstrong,  who  has  rendered  such  faithful  service 
for  many  years,  is  retained  to  continue  his  work  in  the  department. 

Location. — The  department  has  taken  possession  of  a  pleasant 
and  commodious  house  at  the  corner  of  Union  avenue  and  College 
street.  The  new  quarters  are  delightful,  affording  excellent  rooms 
for  practice. 

The  Equipment  includes,  among  other  conveniences,  a  techni- 
phone,  a  technicon,  two  organs,  and  nine  pianos,  five  of  which  are 
entirely  new.  The  opportunity  is  thus  afforded  for  doing  the  best 
quality  of  work. 

The  Courses  of  Study  have  been  considerably  changed  and 
correspondingly  improved.  They  will  compare  favorably  with  those 
of  the  best  institutions  in  Ohio.  The  Higher  Classical  Course  has 
been  discontinued. 

Piano-Forte. 

The  Mozart  Classical  Course  is  designed  to  cover  about 
three  years'  work  on  the  piano.  Any  student  faithfully  completing 
this  course  is  entitled  to  graduation  with  diploma. 

Freshman  and  Junior  Studies. — Technical  Exercises  for  the 
formation  of  correct  touch,  after  which  Kohler  Method,  op.  300,  or 
Sutter's  Grand  German  Method  is  used.  A.  K.  Virgil,  Techniphone 
Exercises;  Technicon  Drill;  Burghmueller,  op.  100;  Loeschhorn,  op. 
52;  Brauer,  op.  15;  W.  Mason,  The  Technic  of  Artistic  Touch;  Ber- 
tini,  Selected  Studies;  G.  Buonamici;  Czerna,  Etudes  de  la  Velocite  ; 
Burghmueller,  op.  105;  Kohler's  School  for  Left  Hand;  W.  S.  B- 
Mathews,  Studies  in  Phrasing  (Book  I);  Gurlitt  School  of  Thirds  and 
Sixths;  Stephen  Heller,  Selected  Etudes;  Dreyschock,  School  of 
Scales;  Haberbier,  Daily  Studies  and  Preludes;  and  occasionally 
Sonatinas  and  easy  Sonatas  by  Clementi,  Kuhlau,  Dussek,  and  Haydn, 
and  selections  from  works  of  other  Masters  suitable  to  this  grade. 
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Senior  Studies.— J.  B.  Cramer,  Select  Studies— von  Buelow; 
E.  D.  Wagner,  The  Ten  Embellishments  used  in  the  delivery  of  Vo- 
cal and  Instrumental  Music;  Mathews,  Studies  in  Phrasing,  Hook  II; 
Clementi,  Gradus  Parnassum — Tausig;  Kullak,  School  of  Octaves, 
Part  i;  Jensen,  Op.  32;  H.  Ravina,  Etudes  et  de  Style  de  Perfectionne- 
ment;  with  Works  of  Raff,  Beudel,  Rheinberger,  Scharwenka,  Chopin, 
Saint-Saens,  Greg,  and  others. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music  will  be  given  to  any  stu- 
dent who  completes  the  Mozart  Classical  Course  and  also  the  follow- 
ing studies  which  are  designed  to  cover  one  year's  additional  work  : 
Bach,  Preludes,  Inventions,  Fugues,  etc.,  Kullak  ;  Czerna,  School  of 
Legato  and  Staccato;  also  op.  740-865  ;  Kullak  Octaves,  Part  II; 
Moscheles  op.  70 ;  J.  Raff,  Etudes  ;  Henselt,  op.  2 ;  Chopin,  op.  10- 
25;  Selected,  Buelow  ;  History  of  Music,  Ritter.  Additional  work  in 
Harmony,  Counterpoint  and  Composition,  Concertos  and  concerted 
pieces  by  Beethoven,  Mendelssohn,  Henselt,  and  Rubenstein  ;  also 
works  of  Braluns,  Liszt,  Tschaikowski,  etc. 

A  Public  Recital  must  be  given  during  the  year  by  every  ap- 
plicant for  graduation. 

Techniphone  and  Technicon  Drill.— Special  attention  is 
called  to  the  Techniphone  and  Technicon  drill  and  practice,  based 
upon  correct  physiological  principles,  for  "developing  strength  and 
pliability  in  the  various  muscles  and  ligaments  of  the  forearm,  wrist, 
hand  and  fingers,  with  a  view  of  relieving  piano-forte  students  and 
others  from  the  monotonous  and  laborious  system  in  vogue,  and  also 
perfect  the  hand  for  the  necessities  which  the  highest  class  of  piano- 
forte composition  demands  from  the  performer," 

Ensemble  Playing. — Advanced  pianists  and  organists  have 
the  advantage  of  practicing  concerted  classical  music,  sonatas,  con- 
certos, overtures,  symphonies,  etc.,  arranged  for  two,  four,  six  .  and 
eight  pianos,  with  and  without  orchestral  accompaniment. 

Organ. — The  course  on  the  organ  includes  A.  G.  Ritter's  Art  of 
Organ  Playing;  Rink's  Grand  School;  Bach's  Preludes  and  Fugues, 
with  studies,  concertos,  sonatas,  fugues,  etc.,  from  Rink,  Handel,  Lux, 
Guilmant,  Hesse  Mendelssohn,  Bach,  and  others,  together  with  the 
same  knowledge  of  harmony,  thorough-bass,  etc.,  that  is  required  in 
the  piano  course. 

Band  and  Orchestra  Instruments.— Instruction  is  given  on 
the  violin,  flute,  clarinet,  cornet,  horns,  guitar,  zither,  mandoline, 
harp,  violincello,  or  other  band  or  orchestra  instruments.  Prof. 
Groom's  wide  experience  as  band-leader  will  make  instruction  in  this 
branch  of  the  department  invaluable. 
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Harmony  and  Musical  Composition.— The  following  works 
are  used:  H.  C.  Banister,  Music;  Sechter's  Fundamental  Harmonies, 
with  Mueller's  Tables;  Haupt's  Theory  of  Counterpoint,  Fugue  and 
Double  Counterpoint;  Bussler-Cornell,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Mu- 
sical Form;  Berloiz's  Modern  Instrumentation  and  Orchestration,  etc. 

Vocal  Music  Courses. — Elementary  Class.  This  class  em- 
braces a  thorough  course  in  the  elements  of  musical  notation, 
enabling  students  to  read  music  at  sight,  together  with  practice  in 
psalmody,  anthem  and  glee  singing.  It  is  free  to  all  students.  Inas- 
much as  the  Elements  of  Vocal  Music  are  now  required  from  most 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  this  class  affords  a  rare  opportunity. 

Intermediate  Class.  The  exercises  in  this  class  chiefly  embrace 
chorus  singing,  with  exercises  in  the  higher  principles  of  notation. 
Each  pupil  is  here  taught  to  breathe  properly  and  to  control  the  vocal 
organs  so  as  to  sing  with  ease  and  not  injure  the  voice.  The  voice 
will  be  properly  developed  and  defects  pointed  out  and  remedied. 

The  leading  chorus  works  of  our  modern  composers  are  used, 
also  the  oratorio,  with  other  classical  works.  The  College  Choir  af- 
fords opportunity  for  practice  in  singing  the  works  of  the  Masters. 
In  all  vocal  classes  of  this  Conservatory,  the  faulty  methods  are 
shown,  the  correct  methods  analyzed  and  practiced.  Teaching  to 
sing,  by  being  confiined  to  the  piano  or  organ,  is  chiefly  avoided  in 
vocal  classes,  each  voice  being  held  responsible  for  its  own  work. 
Tuition  $1.00  per  term. 

Special  Vocal  Culture. — The  greatest  attention  is  paid  to 
proper  breathing,  founded  on  physiologically  true  principles,  clear 
articulation,  and  correct  phrasing.  This  course  is  based  on  E.  Delle 
Sedie's  Vocal  Art,  and  ^Esthetics  of  the  Art  of  Singing  and  of  the 
Melo-drama,  supplemented  by  Vocalizes,  Solfeggii,  Velocity,  Trill, 
and  Coloratur  Studies,  from  the  best  authors;  it  is  interspersed  with 
songs,  duets,  trios,  quartettes,  and  other  concerted  music,  opera  and 
oratorio  airs,  etc. 

Admission. — Students  are  admitted  at  any  time,  and  classified 
according  to  attainments. 

Special  Privileges. — Among  the  advantages  not  to  be  found 
at  the  usual  Musical  College,  may  be  mentioned,  association  with 
collegiate  students,  Military  Drill  and  use  of  arms,  and  Museum — all 
free.  Also  Literary  Societies,  Library,  Reading  Room,  and  Gymna- 
sium— all  for  a  nominal  fee. 

Rates  of  Tuition. — Tuition  per  term  of  twenty  lessons,  on  any 
one  musical  instrument,  or  special  voice  culture,  two  lessons  a  week, 
$12.  Harmony  and  musical  composition,  three  lessons,  $12.  Use  of 
piano,  organ  or  other  musical  instrument,  $3.     More  lessons  or  use  of 
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instruments  at  proportional  rates,  allowing  a  reduction  to  those  devot- 
ing all,  or  much,  of  their  time  in  taking  double  or  triple  lessons. 

Post-Gradnate    Course. 

The  Post-Graduate  Course  in  Instrumental  Music  can  be  taken 
by  those  who  have  been  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Mus.  B.  It 
consists  of  more  extended  instruction  on  piano,  organ,  or  other 
musical  instrument,  solo  and  ensemble  playing,  harmony,  theory, 
acoustics,  counterpoint,  fugue,  form,  composition,  instrumentation, 
principles  of  expression,  aesthetique,  art  of  conducting,  musical  his- 
tory, biography,  etc. 

Piano  Course. — Chrisander,  Technical  Studies;  Tausig,  Daily 
Studies — Ehrlich;  Lecouppey,  The  Virtuosity;  Moscheles,  op.  95; 
Bach,  Well-tempered  Clavichord — Tausig;  Kullak,  Method  of  Oc- 
taves, Part  III;  Liszt,  Etudes  de  Paganini;  Etudes  d'  Execution 
transcendante;  Saint-Saens,  op.  52;  Rubinstein,  op.  23;  Schuman, 
Etudes  Symphoniques;  V.  C.  Alkan,  Twelve  grand  Etudes,  and  a 
selection  of  twelve  grand  piano  pieces  of  maximum  difficulty,  includ- 
ing the  following:  Bach-Tausig,  Fugue  No.  18;  Beethoven,  Sonata, 
op.  106;  Chopin,  Concerto,  op.  2,  with  orchestral  accompaniment; 
Henselt,  Concerto,  op.  16;  Liszt,  Rhapsodie;  Symphonic  Poem,  No. 
6,  Mazeppa,  etc.  Also  a  review  of  part  of  previous  studies  and 
pieces,  so  as  to  insure  a  still  greater  mastery  over  the  former  techni- 
cal difficulties,  as  well  as  to  develop  the  highest  degree  of  aesthetic 
and  poetic  finish  in  piano  playing. 

Diplomas  -will  be  awarded  to  students  graduating  in  this  Post- 
Graduate  Course,  and  certificates  of  proficiency  to  those  completing 
part  of  this  course.

General  Remarks. 

Miss  Adella  C.  Phelps  has  brought  the  Art  Department  into 
much  better  conditions.  She  has  proven  herself  a  tasteful  and  skill- 
ful artist,  an  efficient  and  popular  teacher.  Satisfactory  instruction 
is  given  in  all  branches  of  Art. 
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The  Studio  is  located  in  the  Ladies'  Hall.  It  is  adorned  with 
many  beautiful  studies  by  Miss  Phelps.  Visitors  to  the  college  find 
it  an  object  of  special  interest.  Here  is  opportunity  for  excellent 
work  under  most  favorable  conditions. 

Painting  and  Drawing  especially,  should  form  parts  of  a  lib- 
eral education,  as  they  are  means  of  quickening  the  perceptive  fac- 
ulties. None  who  know  the  power  the  eye  gains  by  learning  to  draw, 
would  willingly  dispense  with  the  art.  As  drawing  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing a  requisite  for  public  school  teaching,  all  who  are  contemplating 
that  work  should  put  themselves  into  practical  training. 

A  Diploma  and  graduation  will  be  granted  those  who  complete 
the  course  given  below. 

An  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  work  executed  by  the  students 
through  the  year  will  be  held  during  Commencement  Week. 

First  and  Second  Honors  will  be  bestowed  upon  the  students 
who  furnish  the  best  specimens  of  work.  At  the  Commencement  of 
1 891  these  honors  were  bestowed  upon  Harriet  Linville,  of  Canton, 
and  Louella  H.  Gregg,  of  Belmont. 

Art  Journals  are  provided  for  the  use  of  students  in  this 
Department. 

Special  Advantages  exist  here  such  as  are  not  found  at  the 
ordinary  Art  School.  These  are  the  same  as  those  mentioned  for 
students  in  the  Normal  and  Commercial  Departments. 

Tuition. — -Two  lessons  per  week,  in  black  and  white  work  (char- 
coal, pencil,  and  crayon),  $8.00.  Two  lessons  per  week,  in  color 
work  (oil,  water-color  and  pastel),  $10.00.  General  classes,  two  les- 
sons per  week,  for  the  drawing  required  by  the  Normal  Department, 
$4.00. 

Expenses  of  Boarding,  Rooms,  Etc.,  are  given  under  Gen- 
eral Information. 

The  Courses  of  Study  have  been  re-arranged  and  much  im- 
proved. These  are  designed  to  take  three  years  ordinary  labor. 
Students  can  shorten  the  time  considerably  by  giving  exclusive  at- 
tention to  the  work,  especially  if  they  have  natural  gifts.

Prof.  John  Gibson  Scorer  has  had  charge  of  this  Department 
for  nearly  one  year.  He  has  met  with  unqualified  success.  He  is  a 
thoroughly  competent  and  popular  teacher  of  large  experience. 
The  college  is  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  command  his  services. 
He  is  gifted  as  a  professional  reader.  Churches  and  other  societies 
often  engage  him  for  public   entertainments,  and  they  are  never  dis- 
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appointed.  He  not  only  teaches  the  theory  of  Elocution  and  Oratory, 
but  he  gives  practical  illustrations  which  are  very  instructive  and 
helpful. 

This  Department  is  designed  to  advance  liberally  and  thor- 
oughly the  art  of  Elocution  and  Oratory.  It  is  the  aim  to  educate 
the  student  upon  a  well  regulated  and  scientific  plan  of  instruction  ; 
to  give  real  and  not  superficial  culture  ;  to  teach  earnest,  manly  ex- 
pression, not  delicate  declamation  ;  and  to  advance  pupils  as  rapidly 
as  honest  teaching  will  permit. 

The  Courses  of  Study  take  up  the  Science  and  Art  of  Elocu- 
tion.    All  principles  are  illustrated  by  practical  exercises. 

Teachers'  Course. — This  Course  embraces  thorough  training 
in  Vocal  Culture,  Respiration,  Principles  of  Orthoepy,  Principles  of 
Expression,  English  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Principles  of  Gesture, 
Physical  Culture,  Dramatic  Reading  and  Recitation,  Shakespeare, 
Shakespearean  Grammar,  Philosophy  of  the  Voice,  Science  of  Eng- 
lish Verse,  English  Literature,  Outlines  of  Delsarte's  Philosophy, 
Bible  and  Hymn  Reading,  Dialect  Readings  and  Character  Imperson- 
ations. This  Course  is  designed  to  cover  four  terms  of  twenty  les- 
sons each,  and  is  intended  to  fit  pupils  for  teaching  in  public  schools 
and  colleges.  The  lessons  are  private  and  the  criticism  exacting,  in 
order  to  render  the  best  progress  and  most  efficient  work.  Pupils 
may  receive  one  or  two  private  lessons  per  week. 

The  Professional  Course  consists  of  the  Teachers  Course 
and  four  additional  terms  of  twenty  private  lessons  each.  It  takes 
further  advanced  training,  is  wider  in  its  scope,  more  exhaustive  in 
its  details,  and  more  varied  in  its  branches.  This  Course  is  intended 
to  fit  pupils  for  teaching,  and  for  public  performances.  Pupils  are 
earnestly  recommended  to  take  this  Course  that  they  may  secure  the 
best  results  attainable.

Bishop  John  H.  Vincent  is  the  projector  of  this  Department. 
The  College  is  greatly  indebted  to  him  for  the  special  interest  he 
takes  in  its  welfare.  In  this  movement  he  is  seconded  by  his  fast 
friend  and  co-worker,  Hon.  Lewis  Miller,  the  ever- faithful  friend  of 
this  institution. 

The  Itinerants'  Club  is  a  leading  feature  of  this  Department. 
The  primary  object  is  to  call  together  young  ministers  of  the  annual 
conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  together  with  regu- 
larly appointed   examiners,  for  the  purpose  of  thorough  work  in  the 
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four  years'  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  General  Conference. 
At  the  same  time  conversations  and  discussions  are  held  upon  prac- 
tical and  doctrinal  topics  by  experienced  preachers.  Lectures  upon 
the  most  practical  and  helpful  subjects  are  given  by  distinguished 
men.  In  this  way  the  Club  becomes  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  all 
pastors.  The  second  session  of  the  Club  was  held  June  2,  3  and  4, 
1891.  Bishop  Vincent  was  unfortunately  detained  by  sickness.  Pres- 
ident Marsh  presided  in  his  absence.  The  programme  was  carried  out 
as  announced,  except  that  several  substitutes  were  enlisted  to  help 
fill  the  appointments  of  the  Bishop.  Excellent  lectures  were  given 
by  Rev.  T.  B.  Neely,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  ofPhiladelphia,  Rev.  Earl  Crans- 
ton, D.  D.,  of  Cincinnati,  Rev.  J.  H.  Morris,  D.  D.,  of  Cincinnati, 
Rev.  M.  S.Terry,  D.D.,of  Chicago,  Rev.C.  W.Smith,  D.D.,of  Pittsburgh, 
and  Rev.  A.  N.  Craft,  Ph.  D.,  of  Cleveland.  Much  enthusiasm  was 
aroused.  There  were  one  hundred  and  sixteen  different  preachers 
present,  representing  nine  annual  conferences.  Resolutions  of  the 
highest  commendation  of  the  Club  were  passed,  expressing  urgent 
call  for  continued  sessions  in  the  future.  It  is  the  purpose  to  hold 
sessions  annually  in  the  spring. 

The  Study  of  the  English  Bible  is  comparatively  a  new 
and  rich  field.  In  a  literary  sense,  as  well  as  in  other  ways,  students 
can  find  more  profit  in  this  study  than  in  the  classics,  ancient  or 
modern.  During  the  last  year  regular  class  instruction  has  been 
given  by  Rev  H.  W.  Kellogg,  Ph.  D.  The  undertaking  has  proven  a 
genuine  success.  The  work  is  to  be  continued  under  Rev.  J.  F. 
Fisher,M.Ph.,pastorof  the  Mt.Union  Methodist  Episcopal  church.  He 
is  a  young  man  of  scholarly  attainments  and  full  of  energy.  He  will 
give  instruction  twice  each  week  throughout  the  college  year.  He 
has  begun  the  work  with  much  encouragement. 

Biblical  Study. — Course  of  four  years  in  the  English  Bible. 
This  year  on  the  life  of  Christ.  Text  books:  Steele's  Outlines, 
Stalker's  "Life  of  Christ,"  Inductive  Bible  Studies  edited  by  Presi- 
dent W.  R.  Harper. 

The  Oxford  Brotherhood  is  an  organization  of  students 
who  recognize  a  "  call  to  preach  or  are  considering  such  a  call." 
The  aim  is  to  promote  helpful  fellowship  among  this  class,  and  to 
aid  students  in  preparation  for  ministerial  work.  It  is  not  intended 
as  a  substitute  for  a  theological  course,  but  as  an  incentive  thereto. 
Bi-weekly  meetings :  a,  Devotional ;  b,  Reports  of  work  done  ;  c, 
Study  of  Discipline,  Doctrines  and  Polity  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal church  ;  d,  Discussion  of  subjects  pertaining  to  ministerial  work  ; 
e,  Lectures  by  successful  clergymen  on  various  phases  of  homiletical 
and  pastoral  work.

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General  Remarks. 

The  Military  Department  has  been  thoroughly  re-organized 
and  greatly  improved.  After  several  years  effort  we  have  finally  se- 
cured a  military  detail  and  equipment  from  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment. We  regard  this  as  a  very  great  acquisition.  Although  our 
students  were  organized  under  the  War  Department  as  lately  as  last 
Spring,  yet  they  present  a  very  creditable  bearing.  At  every  public 
appearance  they  have  elicited  much  praise,  even  from  old  soldiers. 
This  new  movement  has  awakened  decided  enthusiasm  and  met  with 
hearty  co-operation.  Military  exercise  develops  erect  and  graceful 
carriage,  and  is  invigorating  and  healthful.  It  is  a  great  relief  and 
aid  to  those  given  to  a  sedentary  life,  and  it  is  really  a  mental  stim- 
ulus as  well. 

Lieut.  Evan  M.  Johnson,  Jr.,  U.  S.  army,  is  Commandant  of  the 
Corps  of  Cadets.  His  official  relation  to  the  college  is  designated  as 
"  Professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics."  He  is  a  regular  military 
graduate.  He  is  a  young  man,  full  of  vigor,  an  experienced  officer,  an 
excellent*  drill-master,  and  a  good  disciplinarian.  He  is  popular,  act- 
ive and  full  of  ambition  to  bring  the  Cadets  up  to  the  highest  standard 
of  efficiency.  Considering  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome,  he  has 
already  had  marked  success. 

The  Equipment  is  the  same  as  the  Government  provides  for 
the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point.  It  is  valued  at  about  $5000. 
It  consists  of  Springfield  rifles,  cannon,  etc.,  constituting  the  com- 
plete outfit  of  soldiers  in  the  U.  S.  army. 

The  Cadets. — All  able-bodied  young  men  in  regular  attendance 
are  required  to  serve  as  cadets.  This  applies  to  all  Departments, 
excepting  the  Commercial  in  which  students  are  present  for  a  com- 
paratively short  time.  Students  who  propose  to  attend  only  one 
term,  or  who  have  convictions  of  conscience  against  military  train- 
ing, may  be  excused  by  the  Faculty. 

Organization. — All  the  cadets  are  organized  into  a  regular 
Battalion,  of  which  Lieut.  Johnson  is  Commandant.  The  Uniformed 
Cadets  are  formed  into  a  company,  or  companies,  by  themselves. 
The  Ununiformed  Cadets  are  formed  into  another  company,  or  com- 
panies, by  themselves.  The  staff  officers  consist  of  a  1st  Lieutenant 
and  Quarter-master,  and  a  1st  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant.  Each  Com- 
pany has  a  Captain,  1  st  Lieutenant,  and  2d  Lieutenant.  These  are  reg- 
ularly appointed,  commissioned  officers.  The  non-commissioned  of- 
ficers are  the  same  as  in  the  regular  army.  The  officers  are  pro- 
moted from  subordinate  positions  on  the  basis  of  merit. 

Instruction  and  Drills. — The  Course  in  this  Department  is 
theoretical  and  practical.     The  theoretical  instruction  consists  of  one 
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lecture  each  week  by  Lieut.  Johnson,  and  will  include  as  far  as  prac- 
tical a  progressive  series  in  Drill  Regulations  of  the  U.S.  Army; 
Organization  and  Administration  of  the  Army ;  Preparations  of  Re- 
ports and  Returns  pertaining  to  a  Company;  and  Elementary  Prin- 
ciples of  the  Art  of  War.  It  takes  one  year  to  give  these  lectures. 
Each  cadet  is  required  to  take  the  full  Course.  The  practical  in- 
struction consists  of  drills  and  will  embrace  as  far  as  possible  all  the 
movements  in  the  drill  regulations  of  the  U.  S.  army,  the  school  of 
the  battalion,  infantry  tactics,  manual  of  the  piece  in  artillery  tac- 
tics, target  practice  with  the  rifle,  guard-mounting  and  dress  parade. 
Drills  are  required  from  the  cadets  twice  each  week. 

A  Neat  Uniform  has  been  adopted,  which  is  similar  to  that 
used  at  West  Point,  consisting  of  a  cap,  blouse  and  trousers.  There 
are  two  grades,  one  costing  $14  and  the  other,  $16.  These  suits  can  be 
obtained  through  the  Battalion  Quarter-master.  Students  are  not  re- 
quired to  procure  uniforms,  but  they  are  strongly  advised  to  do  so  ; 
and  they  will  observe  that  there  are  important  special  advantages 
for  so  doing.  A  cadet  taking  military  instruction  in  a  uniformed 
company  for  three  terms  is  entitled  to  a  credit  of  one  regular  liter- 
ary study.  The  same  credit  will  be  given  for  the  second  year's  ser- 
vice. The  study  substituted  must  be  selected  under  the  advice  of 
the  Faculty.  Each  literary  study  costs  at  least  $3,  so  that  a  cadet 
can  thus  save  $6,  in  tuition,  to  apply  upon  the  cost  of  the  uniform. 
Another  advantage  to  those  wearing  the  uniform  is  that  only  such 
cadets  can  receive  honorable  mention  in  the  reports  to  the  Secretary 
of  War.  The  uniform  is  grey,  very  neat  and  very  cheap.  Students 
wear  it  every  day,  so  that  really  it  is  no  extra  expense.  Each  cadet 
should  get  six  pairs  of  white  Berlin  gloves,  costing  a  mere  trifle. 
Students  take  a  pride  in  being  uniformed.  It  adds  much  to  their  sol- 
dierly bearing,  and  greatly  quickens  interest  in  military  exercise. 
Also,  observe  that  the  cadet  officers,  and  the  students  participating 
in  target  practice,  will  be  taken  from  the  uniformed  men. 

Expenses. — There  are  no  expenses  aside  from  the  uniform.  No 
charges  for  drills  or  use  of  arms. 

Prizes. — Lieut.  Johnson  will  give  a  prize  of  $5.00  each  to  the  two 
cadet  privates  in  the  uniformed  company  who  stand  highest  in  mil- 
itary discipline  and  drill. 

Honors. — A  report  is  made  each  year  to  the  Adjutant-General 
<>l  the  U.  S.  army  and  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State,  of  the 
names  of  the  three  Seniors  who  stand  highest  in  Military  Science. 
These  names  will  be  placed  on  the  Army  Register  for  the  ensuing 
year.  In  making  appointments  to  the  Regular  Army  from  civil  life 
to  the  grade  of  Second  Lieutenant,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  War 
Department  to  give  preference  to  men  so  reported.

Courses  of  Study. 

The  Degrees  of  Master  of  Arts,  Science,  and  Philosophy,  and 
that  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  are  not  honorary  degrees,  but  are  con- 
ferred upon  persons  who  complete  suitable  Courses  of  Post-Graduate 
studies.  These  Courses  have  been  prepared  with  great  care,  and 
have  met  with  high  commendation  by  competent  critics.  They  are 
published  in  pamphlet  form.  Provision  was  made  for  a  wide  range 
of  electives,  covering  Philosophy,  History,  Esthetics,  Social  Science, 
Christian  Evidences,  Literature,  Physics,  and  Chemistry.  Any  per- 
son desiring  to  pursue  a  course  of  study,  leading  to  any  of  the  above 
degrees,  may  procure  a  pamphlet,  giving  full  information,  by  ad- 
dressing the  President.  The  courses  therein  remain  unchanged,  ex- 
cepting that  Stuckenburg's  Introduction  toPhilosophy  and  Ueberweg's 
History  of  Philosophy  are  not  both  required.  Candidates  may 
choose  which  to  take. 

In  exceptional  cases,  non-resident  candidates  may  study  for  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Art,  Science  and  Philosophy.  This  must  be 
done,  however,  under  the  specific  direction  of  the  Faculty.  It  some- 
times happens  that  a  student  has  been  compelled  to  leave  college, 
owing  to  financial  stress  or  other  necessity,  before  completing  a  reg- 
ular course.  It  is  desirable  to  encourage  such  to  keep  on  with  their 
work  unto  graduation. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Progressive  Spirit. 

All  institutions  of  merit  enter  into  new  developments  from  time 
to  time.     Such  has  been  the  record  of  Mt.  Union  College.     Her  ca- 
reer has  been  characterized  by  great  sacrifices,  vigorous  growth,  and 
noble  achievements.     But  she  pauses  not  with  the  past.     Progress  is 
her   purpose.     The  last  three   years   have   witnessed    important  ad- 
vancement along  different  lines.     The  material  growth  has  been  con- 
spicuous,   including   many    valuable   acres   and    a  President's    Res- 
idence.    There   has  been  a  marked    increase   in    the   attendance   of 
students.     The  excellent  character  of  this  increase  is  full  of  promise. 
The  curriculum  has  been  considerably  strengthened.     The  aim  is  to 
be  on  a  par  in  this  respect  with  leading  colleges.     The  college  paper, 
The  Dynamo,  has  been  founded  and  made  more  than   self-support- 
ing.    Important  acquisitions  have  been  made  to  the  Museum.     Pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  the  Itinerants'  Club   and    Biblical    Depart- 
ment.    A    Military    Department,  with   fine   equipment,  has  been  es- 
tablished.    The  Library  and  Reading  Room  have  proven  invaluable 
additions    to   the  college   facilities.     The  Bishop  Vincent  Prize,  the 
the    Doctor   T.  B.  Neely  Prize,  the    Lieutenant   Johnson   Prizes,  and 
several  honors  have  been  introduced.     The   Alumni    Chair  has  been 
pushed  from  $12,000  up  to  $25,000.     The  Chair  has  been  formally  es- 
tablished as  the  Alumni-Professorship  of  the    Greek    Language  and 
Literature ;  and    Prof.  J.  L.  Shunk   has   been   duly   elected    and   in- 
stalled therein.     Collections  on  the  Miller  Endowment  have  steadily 
come  in  from  the  East  Ohio  Conference.     It  is  expected  that  this  En- 
dowment will  be  realized  at  an  early  date.     An  excellent  Department 
of  Elocution  and  Oratory  has  been  created  with  Prof.  J.  G.  Scorer  at 
its  head.     The    College   has  been  admitted  into  the  State  Oratorical 
Association.     The  Morgan  Gymnasium   and   Observatory   has  been 
built  at  a  cost  of  about   $16,000.     It  is  one  of  the   handsomest  build- 
ings of  the   kind  known   among   colleges.     New    streets   have  been 
opened  up,  greatly  beautifying  the  grounds.     Mr.  M.  A.  McCarty,  of 
the  class  of  '80,  deceased,  has  given  $1000  for  the  College  Building 
Fund.     Other  gratifying  fortune  has  been  secured  and  will  be  an- 
nounced   in   due   time.     No  effort  is  spared  to  push  the  college  for- 
ward on  the  basis  of  genuine  work  and  worth. 

Location. 

Location. — The  College  is  located  in  Alliance,  Stark  county, 
an  enterprising  place  of  9000  inhabitants.  The  city  occupies  a  very 
central  position  in  eastern  Ohio.     It  is  easy  of  access  from  all  direc- 
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tions,  being  at  the  junction  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  &  Chi- 
cago, the  Cleveland  &  Pittsburgh,  the  Ashtabula,  Youngstown  & 
Pittsburgh,  and  the  Lake  Erie,  Alliance  &  Southern  railroads.  The 
College  is  situated  upon  a  plateau,  from  which  picturesque  land- 
scapes may  be  seen.  This  high  grouud  is  particularly  healthful  as  a 
place  of  residence.  The  institution  is  connected  with  the  railroad 
stations  by  a  first-class  electric  street-car  line.  Union  avenue  and 
Arch  avenue,  fine  streets  from  the  center  of  the  city  to  the  college 
grounds,  are  macadamized  and  have  become  popular  driveways. 
The  city  is  lighted  with  electricity,  and  has  telephone  connections 
with  all  adjacent  cities,  including  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh. 

Society. — Cultured,  congenial  society,  the  economy  of  living, 
and  superior  educational  facilities  have  led  many  people  to  locate 
their  homes  near  the  College.  Parents  who  have  children  to  educate 
are  continually  coming  here  to  live  for  the  time  being  or  perma- 
nently. Retired  ministers  and  others  of  literary  taste  are  drawn 
here  by  the  frequent  public  exercises  and  lectures  at  the  College. 

Business  Chances. — Such  is  the  growth  of  the  city  and  the 
College,  it  is  believed  unusual  business  chances  are  open  to  enter- 
prising builders  of  stores  or  residences. 

Retirement. — The  quiet  and  retirement  of  the  community, 
which  is  eminently  moral,  are  especially  advantageous  for  students. 
They  are  free  from  the  diversions  and  temptations  prevailing  in  large 
cities.  Parents  can  have  a  greater  sense  of  security  for  their  young 
people  in  college  here. 

Temperance. — The  temperance  sentiment  of  the  people  is  very 
strong.  This  is  the  largest  city  in  Ohio  where  prohibition  is  the  mu- 
nicipal law.  Alliance  leads  the  State  in  temperance  conviction  and 
action.  All  the  churches  are  a  unit  in  their  hostility  to  the  dram 
shop.     This  advantage  to  Mt.  Union  College  is  invaluable. 

Manufactories. — Among  the  many  manufactories,  two  deserve 
mention  here.  The  Morgan  Engineering  Company's  Works  stand 
unsurpassed  in  the  land,  and  have  a  reputation  beyond  the  seas. 
The  Solid  Steel  Company  do  a  great  business,  furnishing  some  part 
of  nearly  all  railroad  engines.  A  careful  inspection  of  these  plants 
is  said  to  be  almost  a  liberal  education. 

Grounds  and  Buildings. 

The  Property  of  the  College,  having  been  obtained  by  dona- 
tion, is  held  perpetually  in  trust  by  a  responsible  Board  of  Trustees, 
for  the  purpose  of  liberal  education.  It  is  in  good  condition,  and 
permanently  secured  to  the  College  by  good  titles  in  fee  simple. 
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Grounds.— Messrs.  Lewis  Miller  and  Jacob  Miller  (deceased), 
those  great  benefactors  of  the  College,  have  formally  donated  a 
large  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  college  grounds,  so  that  now  the 
College  owns,  in  its  own  name,  fifty-three  acres  finely  situated.  This 
affords  the  opportunity  of  having  an  extensive  campus,  adequate  for 
all  future  growth.  A  portion  of  the  land  surrounding  the  college 
property  on  two  or  three  sides  has  been  formally  platted  and  divided 
into  town  lots.  These  have  been  put  upon  the  market.  Their  loca- 
tion is  inviting.  They  are  very  valuable  as  places  of  residence  or  by 
way  of  investment. 

The  Main  College  Building  is  a  large,  imposing,  brick  ed- 
ifice. It  contains  a  capacious  chapel,  recitation  rooms,  literary 
halls,  and  other  apartments. 

The  Ladies'  Hall,  a  large,  three-story  brick  structure,  is  used 
exclusively  for  young  ladies,  except  that  one  or  two  Professors  also 
reside  therein.  Young  ladies  can  rent  rooms  furnished  or  unfur- 
nished, and  board  as  they  prefer.  Only  fifty  cents  per  week  is 
charged.  In  suitable  apartments  provision  is  made  so  that  a  young 
lady  can  board  herself.  In  this  way  some  reduce  their  board  and 
room  nearly  or  quite  to  $1.50  per  week.  The  young  ladies  can  board 
in  clubs  of  their  own  outside,  reducing  the  price  to  cost  of  food  and 
its  preparation.  Young  ladies  can  board  out  in  private  families  at 
$2.15  or  $2.25  per  week.  The  Ladies'  Hall  is  a  popular  place  for 
young  ladies  to  live.  It  is  under  the  superintendence  of  a  matron, 
and  the  aim  is  to  care  for  the  young  ladies  as  in  home  life.  The  Fac- 
ulty very  particularly  urge  parents  to  send  their  daughters  there,  as 
it  is  so  much  better  and  safer  for  them.  Ladies  are  not  permitted  to 
room  at  the  same  family  residence  where  young  men  room,  without 
the  special  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

The  President's  Residence  is  a  fine  mansion,  fronting  on 
Union  avenue,  to  the  north-east  of  the  college  building.  It  is  in  the 
center  of  large  and  beautiful  grounds.  By  the  great  generosity  of 
Mr.  Lewis  Miller  and  Mr.  Jacob  Miller,  deceased,  this  property  has 
been  formally  donated  to  the  College.  As  a  residence  for  the  Presi- 
dent, it  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  college  in  the  country. 

The  Old  College,  not  now  in  use,  could  be  used  to  great  ad- 
vantage. Plans  have  been  made  whereby  this  old  building  could  be 
turned  into  an  elegant  edifice  for  the  Commercial  or  Music  Depart- 
ment at  an  outlay  of  only  about  $3000.  Where  is  the  person  of 
means  who  will  respond  to  the  great  opportunity  and  erect  a  testi- 
monial to  his  own  love  for  education,  or  a  memorial  in  honor  of 
some  deceased  relative  or  friend  ?  The  last  $1000  of  such  an  enter- 
prise has  been  provided. 
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The  Morgan  Gymnasium  and  Observatory  is  the  hand- 
somest of  the  college  buildings  and  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind  in 
Ohio.  It  was  dedicated  last  Commencement  by  Bishop  J.  H.  Vin- 
cent, assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  D.  H.  Moore,  Editor  of  the  Western 
Christian  Advocate.  It  is  named  after  Mr.  T.  R.  Morgan,  Sr.,  of 
Alliance,  a  staunch  and  generous  friend  of  the  College.  He  has 
given  many  thousand  dollars.  The  entire  cost  was  $16,000.  Mr. 
Richard  Brown,  of  Youngstown,  Mr.  Lewis  Miller,  of  Akron,  and  Mr. 
S.  J.  Williams,  of  Alliance,  those  tried  and  true  friends  of  the  College, 
have  specially  co-operated  with  Mr.  Morgan  in  this  enterprise,  having 
each  given  over  $500.  The  edifice  is  built  of  pressed  brick,  being 
50x70  feet  in  dimensions,  having  two  stories  and  a  basement.  It  is 
rather  Gothic  in  style,  and  has  a  fine  tower  with  revolving  dome. 
The  telescope  is  placed  therein,  thus  providing  for  an  Observatory. 
Every  part  of  the  heavens  is  in  full  view  and  practical  work  in  As- 
tronomy is  now  possible.  The  gymnastic  apparatus,  an  excellent 
equipment,  is  put  in  and  is  now  in  use.  Young  ladies  and  gentlemen 
have  equal  privileges,  for  a  small  fee. 

Endowment  and  Material  Growth. 

The  Alumni  Chair. — Years  ago  the  Alumni  undertook  the  en- 
dowment of  a  Professorship.  The  minimum  amount  was  fixed  at 
§25,000,  and  the  maximum  amount  at  $40,000.  During  the  last  three 
years,  there  has  been  given  a  special  impetus  to  this  effort.  The 
minimum  amount  has  been  more  than  reached  in  donations  and 
responsible  subscriptions.  At  the  last  Commencement  the  Alumni 
Association  formally  established  the  chair,  naming  it  the  Alumni 
Professorship  of  the  Greek  Language  and  Literature.  Prof.  Joseph 
Lorain  Shunk,  Ph.  D.,  was  elected  to  fill  this  honorable  position.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  the  Alumni  will  push  up  to  the  maximum  amount 
originally  designed. 

The  Miller  Endowment. — In  1885,  Mr.  Lewis  Miller,  of 
Akron,  and  Mr.  Jacob  Miller,  of  Canton,  (deceased),  those  princely 
givers,  subscribed  $50,000  for  the  endowment  of  the  college,  condi- 
tioned upon  an  equal  sum  being  subscribed  by  other  parties.  The 
East  Ohio  Annual  Conference  pledged  itself  to  raise  the  other 
§50,000.  It  has  already  raised  about  $18,000.  It  is  believed  the  Con- 
ference will  loyally  redeem  its  pledge.  The  Miller  Brothers  and 
their  estates  are  legally  bound  for  their  proposed  gifts.  It  is  hoped 
the  Conference  will  renew  interest  in  its  obligation  in  this  matter. 

Material  Growth. — The  interest  and  enthusiasm  being  aroused 
in  behalf  of  Mt.  Union  College  is  remarkable.  All  the  friends  of  the 
College  should  push  this  rising  tide  on  to  its  greatest  fortune.      They 
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can  do  so  by  ceaselessly  holding  up  before  the  public,  interested  in 
educational  matters,  the  merits  of  Mt.  Union.  They  can  also  won- 
derfully aid  by  gifts,  both  large  and  small.  There  is  continual  need 
of  adding  to  our  appliances.  Donations  of  books  and  specimens,  or 
money,  for  the  library  and  museum  are  solicited.  Great  good  can  be 
effected  by  founding  prizes,  scholarships,  or  fellowships.  Greater 
good  yet  can  be  accomplished  by  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings 
for  the  Commercial  Department,  or  the  Music  and  Art  Departments. 
The  need  for  a  new  chapel  is  great.  There  ought  to  be  a  fine  edifice 
for  the  Library  and  Museum.  This  is  a  rare  chance  for  some  wealthy 
person  to  provide  suitable  quarters  for  this  almost  unrivaled  college 
museum.  Imperative  as  are  the  needs  along  these  lines,  the  greatest 
pressure  is  in  the  matter  of  the  endowment  of  additional  professor- 
ships.    Gifts  in  any  of  these  directions  are  besought  most  urgently. 

Friends  of  the  institution  should  also  remember  her  needs  and 
their  opportunities  to  make  suitable  provision  for  some  of  these  great 
demands  in  their  wills.  And  as  life  is  always  uncertain,  and  as  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  require  so  much  time  to  make  wills  valid, 
everyone  who  can  aid  in  this  way  should  act  at  once.  Pastors  and 
others  can  greatly  subserve  the  cause  of  education  and  help  forward 
the  Kingdom  of  God  by  calling  the  attention  of  wealthy  people  and 
those  of  even  moderate  means  to  this  almost  unequalled  avenue  of 
usefulness.  The  following  form  of  bequest  is  here  inserted,  and 
those  contemplating  giving  in  this  way  should  adhere  most  strictly  to 
it,  thus  avoiding  the  difficulties  which  are  so  liable  to  arise  in  connec- 
tion with  wills :

Xlie  mount  Union  Dynamo. 

The  college  paper  is  published  monthly  during  the  college  year. 
The  publication  is  by  an  Association  constituted  as  follows :  Six 
from  the  Senior  class,  Literary  Department ;  five  from  the  Junior 
class,  Literary  Department ;  and  one  from  each  of  the  other  Depart- 
ments— the  Normal,  the  Music,  and  the  Art.  The  Dynamo  is  the 
source  of  much  light  and  power  for  the  institution.  It  is  a  very  wel- 
come visitor  to  the  alumni  of  the  college.  Any  who  are  not  taking 
it  are  urged  to  subscribe. 

Library  and  Reading  Room. 

The  College  Library  has  proven  a  great  step  in  advance.  It  has 
a  nucleus  of  several  thousand  volumes,  and  additions  are  made  from 
time  to  time.  The  Reading  Room  is  in  connection  with  the  Library. 
It  is  commodious  and  very  pleasant.  There  is  a  choice  and  large 
selection  of  periodicals  on  the  tables  all  the  time.  The  best  daily 
and  weekly  papers,  monthly  and  quarterly  magazines  are  at  hand. 
The  Library  and  Reading  Room  afford  the  students  continual  de- 
light. A  small  fee  is  charged  for  the  privilege.  Friends  of  the  Col- 
lege are  invited  to  make  gifts  of  books.  The  names  of  donors  will 
be  inscribed  within  them.  Some  friends  have  paid  for  valuable 
papers  and  had  them  sent  regularly.  We  are  very  grateful  to  those 
who  have  kindly  presented  the  Library  with  books  and  papers. 
Are  there  not  others  to  join  them  in  the  good  work  ?  This  is  a 
means  by  which  very  great  and  perpetual  help  may  be  given  at  a 
very  small  cost.  A  prominent  alumnus  has  made  provision  in 
his  will  by  which  his  library  will  become  the  property  of  the  College 
upon  his  death.  There  are  many  alumni  and  friends  who  could 
readily  do  likewise,  or  who  could  leave  in  their  will  a  legacy  of  $100 
or  $1000  for  this  purpose. 

The  Museum  and  its  Cabinets. 

The  College  Museum  is  of  very  great  value,  and  embraces  many 
specimens  of  the  mineral  kingdom,  as  the  various  kinds  of  ores, 
crystals  and  precious  stones.      And  in  the  department  of  geology  a 
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large  collection  of  natural  fossils  is  supplemented  by  the  full  series 
of  casts  prepared  by  Prof.  Henry  A.  Ward,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  An 
extensive  herbarium,  and  a  very  large  variety  of  valuable  zoological 
specimens,  representing  nearly  all  the  different  divisions  of  the  ani- 
mal kingdom  (embracing  very  rare  specimens  from  all  parts  of  the 
world),  the  catalogue  of  which  would  be  too  extensive  for  insertion 
here,  are  found  in  these  collections.  It  is  believed  that  few  colleges 
possess  as  choice  or  as  rare  cabinets. 

laboratory— Apparatus— Specimens. 

The  College  aims  to  illustrate  and  apply  the  principles  of  the 
branches  of  study  published.  For  this  purpose  it  has  a  good  Lab- 
oratory and  valuable  sets  of  Apparatus  and  Specimens  for  use  in 
connection  with  the  regular  recitations.  Next  to  good  teaching,  the 
apparatus  and  specimens  for  illustrating  or  applying  the  principles 
of  science,  are  indispensable  to  a  student's  success,  enabling  him 
much  more  easily  to  acquire  and  retain  facts. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  well  provided  with  apparatus,  and 
materials  amply  sufficient  for  work  by  large  classes  or  by  individual 
students  in  Analytical  and  other  branches  of  Practical  Chemistry. 
Its  more  than  thirty  tables  were  nearly  all  in  use  the  past  year.  The 
student  work,  in  addition  to  three  terms  of  class  work,  is  in  three 
grades  or  courses: — I.  General  Chemistry,  Remsen,  112  experi- 
ments, and  Williams,  100  experiments.  II.  Analytical  Chemistry, 
Prescott.      III.     Medical  Chemistry,  Attfield. 

The  College  has  important  Philosophical  Apparatus  for  illustrat- 
ing the  different  branches  of  Physics,  (mechanics,  heat,  magnetism, 
electricity,  etc.) 

The  Mathematical  Instruments  illustrate  the  principles  of  math- 
ematics as  applied  in  various  departments,  including  surveying. 

Among  the  Astronomical  Apparatus  are  the  heliotellus,  lunatel- 
lus,  planetarium,  globes,  maps,  etc.  There  is  also  an  excellent  tele- 
scope provided  with  the  proper  lenses  and  adjustments  for  both  ter- 
restrial and  celestial  observations,  rendering  its  performance  highly 
valuable  to  students. 

The  Physiological  Apparatus  and  Specimens,  as  plates,  skel- 
etons, preparations,  a  superior  French  manikin,  etc.,  serve  to  illus- 
trate human  and  comparative  anatomy,  also  physiology  and  hygiene. 

Prizes  and  Honors. 

The  Bishop  Vincent  Prize,  $20  in  gold,  will  be  awarded  to 
that  member  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  shall  make  the  best  ad- 
dress in  point  of  composition   and   delivery,   upon   Commencement 
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Day.  The  prize  was  awarded  last  Commencement  to  Mr.  W.  S. 
Robinson,  of  Edinburgh  O.  Honorable  mention  was  made  of  F.  P. 
McClure,  of  Newton  Falls,  O.,  and  T.  R.  Yates,  of  Harlem  Springs,  O. 

Rev.  Dr.  T.  B.  Neely,  of  Philadelphia,,  has  instituted  a  prize  of 
$20.     The  Faculty  will  determine  for  what  purpose  this  will  be  given. 

Lieut.  Johnson  has  instituted  four  prizes  of  $5  each.  Two  for 
the  best  drilled  and  disciplined  private  cadets  in  the  uniformed 
company.  One  for  another  purpose  pertaining  to  the  military,  and 
one  for  some  specialty  in  athletic  sports. 

Literary  Honors.— The  Senior  Addresses  are  graded  with  re- 
spect to  composition  and  delivery.  The  ten  Seniors  taking  highest 
rank  for  the  year  receive  honorable  mention.  In  the  class  of  1891, 
these  honors  were  taken  as  follows  :  F.  P.  McClure,  W.  S.  Robin- 
son, Thomas  Richard  Yates,  Emory  Bailey  Bentley,  Albert  Thomas 
Ullman,  James  Franklin  Johnston,  Matthew  Benjamin  Excell,  Harry

Art  Honors. — The  students  of  the  Art  Department,  presenting 
the  best  specimens  of  Drawing  or  Painting  at  the  annual  Art  Ex- 
hibit, Commencement  Week,  will  receive  honorable  mention.  At 
the  last  Commencement,  the  first  honor  was  bestowed  upon  Miss 
Harriet  Linville,  of  Canton,  O.,  and  the  second  honor,  upon  Miss 
Louella  Gregg,  Belmont,  O. 

Military  Honors. — The  highest  honor  was  conferred  upon 
W.  S.  Robinson.  His  name  is  reported  to  the  Adjutant-General  of 
the  U.  S.  Army  and  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  will  be  placed  upon  their 
Army  Registers  for  possible  call  to  honorable  service.  Cadet  com- 
missions were  awarded  as  follows  :  Captains,  W.  S.  Robinson,  '91, 
H.  R.  Wilson,  92  ;  1st  lieutenants,  Will  J.  Oby,  '92,  W.  M.  Webb,  '92  ;

literary  Societies. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies,  the  Republican  and  the  Lin- 
naean.  These  afford  superior  opportunities  for  practice  in  composi- 
tion, declamation,  debate,  criticism,  and  parliamentary  usage.  They 
are  very  advantageous  by  way  of  social  culture  as  well.  Each  so- 
ciety has  an  excellent  choir,  a  fine  piano,  with  a  well  furnished  hall. 
The  halls  are  among  the  largest  of  any  college  halls  in  the  country, 
and  when  thrown  together  they  will  accommodate  about  two  thous- 
and persons.  They  are  used  for  important  lectures  and  the  Com- 
mencement Exercises.  These  societies  meet  regularly  every  Friday 
evening  during  the  term.  To  their  meetings  visitors  of  both  sexes 
are  admitted.  The  members  pay  a  term  fee  of  one  dollar  to  defray 
expenses. 
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Christian  Associations. 

There  are  connected  with  the  College  a  Young  Men's  and  a 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  composed  largely  of  students 
of  the  various  evangelical  denominations,  who  voluntarily  become 
members,  and  meet  one  hour  each  Tuesday  evening  for  Christian 
worship,  without  conforming  to  any  particular  form  or  creed.  Also, 
every  Sabbath  afternoon  they  have  a  very  interesting  and  largely  at- 
tended joint  meeting.  These  Associations  have  led  to  many  conver- 
sions, and  are  most  helpful  in  their  influence  upon  the  students.  The 
religious  tone  of  the  College  and  community  is  good.  Every  encour- 
agement is  given  to  Christian  activities. 

General  Instructions. 

Students  are  requested  to  bring  with  them  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character.  The  institution  aims  to  be  particular  as  to  the  char- 
acter of  its  students.  Young  people  of  bad  habits  are  not  welcome 
here.  Whilst  we  do  not  expect  perfectness  of  life,  we  do  require  up- 
rightness. We  are  favored  with  students  of  excellent  principles  and 
we  wish  to  shield  them  from  contaminating  influences.  These  sugges- 
tions we  would  deeply  impress  upon  the  minds  of  parents. 

No  one  younger  than  thirteen  years  of  age  will  be  received  in 
any  department  except  by  the  special  permission  of  the  President. 

Students  upon  coming  to  the  city  may  call  at  once  upon  any  of 
the  Professors,  who  will  be  glad  to  direct  in  matters  of  room,  board- 
ing, etc.  Then  they  will  call  upon  the  President  and  sign  the  ma- 
triculation card  and  the  general  register.  This  act  commits  the  stu- 
dent to  a  loyal  observance  of  all  the  requirements  of  the  Faculty. 

A  student  may  be  dismissed  at  any  time  when  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Faculty  his  conduct  is  detrimental  to  himself  or  the  College. 

Students  from  other  institutions  of  learning  must  bring  letters  of 
honorable  dismissal. 

No  literary  society,  club,  association,  or  any  other  meeting  or  or- 
ganization of  students  may  be  formed,  called  or  attended,  without 
consent  of  the  Faculty, 

Classification. — When  students  are  farther  advanced  in  some 
line  of  study  than  in  others,  they  may  be  temporarily  classified  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  average  standing. 

Public  Worship. — All  students  are  expected  to  attend  public 
worship  at  least  once  each  Sunday.     They  may  select  the  place. 

Absence  prom  College. — No  student  is  permitted  to  leave 
Uliance  during  term  time  without  the  special  consent  of  the  President. 
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The  Graduating  Addresses  hereafter  are  to  be  limited  to  ten  in 
number,  provided  there  are  twenty-one  or  more  in  the  class,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Faculty,  upon  the  basis  of  the  best  average  grade  in 
composition  and  delivery  as  exhibited  in  the  regular  senior  ad- 
dresses for  the  year. 

The  Senior  Vacation  begins  July  ist  each  year. 

Parents  are  particularly  urged  not  to  send  for  students  to  come 
home  during  term  time ;  they  should  discourage  their  children 
in  this  respect  all  possible.  These  absences  from  study  are  a  posi- 
tive detriment  to  efficient  work. 

No  student  is  allowed  to  take  more  than  four  studies  at  one  time, 
without  special  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

Recitations— Studies—  Lectnres-  Examinations. 

Recitations. — The  best  methods  of  instruction  are  introduced. 
The  student  is  taught  self-reliance  ;  also  to  acquire  the  ability  to 
analyze,  classify,  reason.  In  no  other  way  can  all  the  faculties  be 
systematically  developed  and  qualified  for  the  widest  possible  range. 

Studies. — All  the  courses  of  study  are  arranged  with  care,  and 
will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  other  colleges. 

When  a  study  is  named  in  any  general  course  without  indicating 
the  author  of  the  text-book,  or  the  grade  of  advancement  and  exer- 
cises, it  is  understood  to  be  the  same  author  and  exercises  as  named 
in  one  of  the  other  general  courses,  and  the  grade  of  advancement 
to  correspond  with  that  of  the  classical  course. 

Lectures. — In  addition  to  the  class  instruction  and  scientific 
experiments  and  lectures  by  resident  Professors,  the  College  secures 
competent  persons  to  give  useful  instruction  in  the  form  of  scientific 
or  practical  addresses,  or  lectures  upon  subjects  related  to  the  gen- 
eral or  special  courses  of  study.  During  the  Fall  term  of  'gi,  Leon 
H.  Vincent  gave  before  the  college  admirable  lectures  on  Haw- 
thorne, Emerson,  Carlyle,  Dickens,  Thackeray  and  George  Eliot. 
Our  students  also  avail  themselves  of  the  excellent  courses  of  lec- 
tures furnished  annually  by  the  Alliance  Lecture  dissociation  and  the 
\It.  Union  M.  E.  Church. 

Examinations. — Special  examinations  are  given  at  convenient 
times,  to  those  who  cannot  be  present  at  the  regular  examinations 
Honest  and  substantial  work,  in  connection  with  the  recitations  and 
examinations,  forms  the  basis  for  class  standing  and  graduation. 
Examinations  are  conducted  in  writing,  and  the  examination  papers 
are  carefully  inspected,  graded  and  filed  away,  as  are  also  copies  of 
the  Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior  Addresses. 
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Graduation,  Degrees  and  Diplomas. 

Degrees  are  conferred,  in  cursu,  alike  upon  gentlemen  and  la- 
dies who  complete  the  prescribed  courses  of  study,  as  follows: 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  (A.  B.),  for  the  Classical  Course ;  Bachelor  of 
Philosophy,  (Ph.  B.),  for  the  Philosophical  course;  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence, (B.  S.),  for  the  Scientific  Course;  Bachelor  of  Commercial 
Science,  (B.  C.  S.),  for  the  full  Commercial  Course  ;  also  Bachelor  of 
Music,  (Mus.  B.),  for  the  full  Music  Course. 

Non-resident  students  may  be  admitted  to  graduation,  and  to  the 
designated  degree,  pro  merito,  in  the  Department  of  Science,  Litera- 
ture and  the  Arts,  upon  evidence  of  having  completed  the  course  as 
required  of  other  students. 

Diplomas  are  awarded  to  students  who  complete  a  thorough 
course  in  vocal  or  instrumental  music,  the  fine  arts,  or  the  Normal 
Department. 

Post-Graduate  Studies  and  Degrees.— The  Degrees  of 
Master  of  Arts,  Science,  and  Philosophy,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Phi- 
losophy are  conferred  upon  those  who  complete  a  suitable  Post-Grad- 
uate  Course  of  Study. 

important  Features. 

1.  Electives. — The  student  may  select  any  one  of  the  courses; 
or,  from  the  general  course  may  choose,  subject  to  the  sanction  of 
the  Faculty,  any  studies  that  he  may  be  qualified  to  take. 

2.  Equal  Privileges  to  Ladies.— Ladies,  from  the  first, 
have  been  admitted  as  students  on  the  same  terms  as  gentlemen,  to 
all  the  departments,  to  all  honors  and  privileges,  and  are  equally 
eligible  to  the  position  of  trustee  or  professor.  They  recite  in  the 
same  classes,  and  meet  with  the  same  success  as  gentlemen.  To  the 
presence  and  refining  influence  of  ladies,  this  College  is  largely  in- 
debted for  its  success  in  developing  true  social  and  moral  character, 
also  true  self-government. 

3.  Three  Regular  College  Terms  and  One  Special 
Summer  Term  Each  Year.— The  college  year  is  divided  into 
three  regular  terms, — Fall,  Winter  and  Spring — and  one  special 
Summer  term.  The  object  of  this  arrangement  is  to  enable  students 
to  remain  out  of  college  one  term  in  the  year  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching,  or  for  other  necessary  work  for  self-support,  and  yet  by  at- 
tendance the  other  three  terms  complete  a  college  year,  without  loss 
of  time.  This  plan  has  enabled  many  enterprising  young  men  and 
ladies  to  obtain  an  education,  who  otherwise  could  not  have  done  so. 
It  also  presents  another  advantage,  very  desirable  sometimes, — a 
student  can,  by  proper  study,  complete  a  four  years'  course  in  three 
calendar  years.     This  adjustment  of  terms   accommodates  many  ur- 
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gent  demands  and  is  deservedly  popular.  The  large  and  beautiful 
college  plateau  is  elevated  above  the  surrounding  country,  exposed 
to  the  pure,  fresh  breezes,  thus  making  the  Summer  term  pleasant, 
healthful  and  profitable. 

4.  A  College  for  the  People. — Every  person  should  have 
educational  opportunities  as  extensive  and  varied  as  his  capacities. 
Those  endowed  with  the  greatest  capacities  rise  usually  from  the 
mass  of  humanity,  and  belong  to  the  honest  and  industrious  ranks 
of  the  people.  This  College  is  designed  for  the  people — even  for 
the  most  self-dependent,  on  terms  equally  honorable  and  successful 
with  the  wealthier. 

5.  Self-Government  in  conformity  with  simple  regulations 
is  the  rule  of  the  institution.  Its  privileges  are  offered  on  these  con- 
ditions. A  student  who  refuses  to  comply  forfeits  his  privileges. 
When  a  student  voluntarily  and  honestly  accepts  the  conditions,  his 
honor  and  best  interests  call  upon  him  to  keep  his  agreement.  In 
this  he  is  aided  by  kind  and  competent  Professors.  Each  of  these 
seeks  to  gain  and  hold  the  personal  friendship  of  each  student;  and 
in  the  light  of  a  broader  life-experience,  to  counsel,  encourage  and 
firmly  lead  in  all  right  ways.  The  college  provisions  appeal  to  the 
student's  honor,  self-respect,  sense  of  right,  and  personal  responsi 
bility.  Thus,  each  student  not  only  understands  and  accepts  the 
conditions,  but  he  voluntarily  acts  upon  his  personal  word  and  honor. 
This  plan  of  self-government  removes  antagonism  between  profes- 
sors and  students,  and  inspires  in  each  confidence  and  co-operation. 
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The  whole  expense  at  Mt.  Union  College  is  very  low,  compared 
with  that  of  other  colleges  ;  it  is  really  as  low  as  any  and  lower  than 
many.  An  education  can  be  secured  here  for  about  one-half  what  it 
costs  at  some  colleges.  Some  young  people  can  live  here  more 
cheaply  than  at  home.  In  calculating  the  expenses  of  a  college,  the 
special  advantages  by  way  of  extra  privileges,  opportunities,  appli- 
ances, conveniences  should  be  considered.  No  college  offers  equal 
extra  benefits  together  with  efficient  instruction  for  less  expense.

Nominal  Fees. 

There  are  no  incidental  fees,  as  such,  charged. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  afford  excellent  advantages,  for 
which  the  charge  is  $i.oo  per  year  by  the  year,  or  50  cents  per  term. 

The  Gymnasium  offers  unusual  privileges,  for  which  a  nominal 
fee  will  be  charged,  about  the  same  as  above. 

Tuition,  I^iterary  Department. 

Tuition  per  term  in  the  Literary  Department,  including  the  Pre- 
paratory and  Normal,  only  $10. 

Tuition  for  less  time  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  per  week. 

A  person  residing  in  the  community,  who  can  not  take  full  work, 
may  take  any  study  at  $3.00  per  term. 

A  student  in  any  other  department  than  the  literary  may  take 
any  advanced  study  at  $3.00  per  term. 

Special  examinations,  $3.00  per  branch. 

Tuition,  Other  Departments. 

For  rates  of  tuition  in  other  departments,  viz.,  Commercial,  Art, 
Music,  Normal,  refer  to  those  departments.

Text  Books. 

New  text-books  cost  the  same  at  all  institutions.  They  vary  in 
price  from  $1.00  to  $5.00  per  term  according  to  what  studies  the  stu- 
dent takes.  Second-hand  text  books  may  be  had  at  greatly  reduced 
rates.  Local  stores  have  them  on  sale.  Also  the  students  themselves 
have  arranged  for  a  Second  Hand  Book  Counter  in  the  college,  so  that 
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such  books  can  be  bought  cheaper  than  at  stores.  By  this  plan  also 
students  can  sell  their  old  books  for  better  prices.  No  charge  for 
commission  on  purchase  or  sale  is  made.  The  Director  keeps  on 
sale  all  books  needed  for  the  Music  Department,  at  a  rate  cheaper 
than  students  can  buy  elsewhere. 

Reducing:  Expenses. 

Students  who  are  situated  so  they  can  furnish  wholly  or  partly 
their  own  rooms  can  greatly  reduce  expenses.  Furnished  rooms 
vary  from  50  to  75  cents,  according  to  location  and  furnishing. 
Board  and  room  in  private  families  from  $2.25  to  $3.00  per  week. 
Some  families  supply  dining  rooms,  furniture,  etc.,  and  cook  for  a 
"club"  or  company  of  students,  whose  members,  on  the  co-operative 
plan,  pay  (pro  rata)  only  first  cost  of  services  and  wholesale  cost  of 
provisions.  Cost,  $1.75  to  $2.15  per  week.  Many  students  board 
themselves  for  about  $1.25  per  week. 

A  number  of  young  men,  fitting  themselves  for  the  ministry,  find 
great  help  financially  by  regular  and  special  preaching. 

In  case  a  student  is  absent  any  considerable  time,  on  account  of 
sickness,  back  tuition  will  be  refunded,  or  credited  to  him  for 
another  term. 

Self-support. — The  college  does  not  agree  to  furnish  manual 
labor  to  students,  but  it  does  employ  several  students  in  different 
ways.  Quite  a  number  find  in  the  community  various  kinds  of  re- 
munerative labor. 

The  Four  Term  Plan  enables  many  students  to  earn  their 
own  way  through  college,  by  teaching  or  working  a  term  each  year, 
and  this  without  loss  of  time  or  falling  behind  their  classes.  With- 
out this  arrangement  of  terms,  students  who  teach  a  winter  term 
must  lose  nearly  one-third  of  each  year's  instruction ;  hence  would 
fall  behind  their  classes  and  require  six  years  to  complete  a  four 
years'  course.  It  is  believed  dependent  students  can  make  their  way 
through  Mt.  Union  College  easier  than  through  any  other  first-class 
college. 

Tuition  and  room-rent  are  counted  from  time  of  entering  to  end 
of  term;  and  tuition  from  first  of  term  for  entrance  second  or  third 
week.
